doing so much-better, if its merabers all 
possessed these elements of Christian char- 
acter. Before 1 enumerate any of them, 
I Uft up my heart in prayer to our Divine 
Father and Savior and ask that every 
Christian Endeavorer who reads this let- 
ter may ask her own soni in earnest, pray- 
erful sincerity, "Do I possess these ele- 
ments of character ?» and if not that sh» 
will earnestly plead w.th Christ that He 
will help her to attain unto them. 

The first is consecration. The secret 
of a true life, the secret of a happy Ufe, 
the secret of a useful life, the secret of a 
successiu» life, is a thorough consecration 
of the life to God, a giving of ourselves, 
heart and life to God. We will not be 
happy Christians, we will not win souls to 
the Savior, we will not advance the cause 
of Christ, unlesswe are consecrated Chris- 
tians, and that means that we are to give 
ourselves wholly to God, and to do it al- 
ways, not living and working earnestly 
and zealously for Christ to-day and grow-. 
ing wearv in well-doing lo-morrow, and 
ceasing from it in a little while ; but we 
are to press on patientlyand perseveringly 
day after day until the race is done, the 
work is ended, the last battle is fought, 
the last triumph acheived, and the crown 
von. 

"He'er think the victory won, 
Nor lay thine amor down. 

Thine arduous work will not be done 
Till thou obtain my crown.'' 


If it is worth while to be a Christian at 
all, it is worth while to be a whole Chris- 
tian. If it is worth while to love God at 
all, it is worth while to give Him the whole 
heart. If it is wonh while to be His at 
all, it is worth while to be wholly and eti- 
tirèly His. H Christ is worth anything in 
the life, He is worth everything. If it is 
worth while to receive Christ into 
our heart at all, it is worth while to 
give Him full poawsaion of heart and 
life. "Take my life and let it be, con- 
secrated Lord, t» ihee." You remem- 
ber Paul writestothe Romans, "I beseech 
you therefore, by the mercies of God that 
ye present your bodies a iiving sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God, which is your 
reasonable service." Consecration in a 
Christian is the most beautiful thing I 
know. How beautiful is that life that is 
lifted ab^ve all that is nelfish and sensual 


and wòrldly, and laid upon the altar of 
sacrifice to God, a vessel raeet for the 
Master's use. Especially beautiful is the 
young life thus consecrated, the ardour 
and bloora of young manhood and wo- 
manhood laid wholly on His altar, the as- 
pirations and affections and ambítions of 
the heart withdrawn from secular attrac- 
tions and pursuits and fixed on Christ and 
His' service, dedicated to the sublime 
raission of winníng souls to the Savior and 
minístering in His courts. How beautiful 
to see the young, living earnest, devoted 
Christian lives, giving to God the treas- 
ure of a young life, a treasure beside 
which the gold of a millionaire turns dull, 
finding their highest delight in His ser- 
vice, caring not for the pleasures in which 
the world finds so much joy, but finding 
their so ds fully satisfied with those higher 
joys which spring from union with Christ. 
And then how beautiful to see strong man- 
hood and womanhood living above the 
common plane of life, every ambition 
hallowed, every purpose ennobled, every 
aspiration beautified by the indwelling 
Christ, seeking wealth, not for wealth's 
sake, but to use it for God's glory and the 
advancement of His cause, seeking suc- 
ceí* and a name, not for fame's sake, but 
to honor God, counting all things but loss 
that tend not to raan's eternal welfare and 

God's glory.
